Those  of  you  who  did  not  make /it  to 
the  Beckley  meeting  really  .missed  a 
good  one  !  1  We  had  about  75  people 
in  the  trading  room  on  Friday,  Ch 
Saturday/  the  official  ctey  of  the  ,j 
meeting,  we  registered  53  members,  9 
relatives  of  members  and  .15  guests. 

In  view  of  the  interest  in  trading  pn 
Friday,  the  Executive  Ctfonittee  is  k 
seriously  considering,  an  official  .two 
day  meeting.  I  would  appreciate  letters 
from  you  on  this  point. 


For  the  May  meeting  last  year  at  Hawk's  Nest,  Scriptor  Harold  Lee  of  Morgantown 
arranged  with  John  Gentile  of  Gentile  Glass  Works  to  make  12  paperweights  from  a 
special  die  shewing  a  coal  miner  going  to  work.  Seven  were  sold.  This  year  I  asked 
Harold  to  arrange  for  another  special  weight  for  the  Beckley  meeting.  They  made  20 
and  destroyed  the  die.  The  weight  shows  the  date  and  location  of  the  meeting  and 
includes  a  crossed  pick  and  axe  depicting  both  the  coal  and  lumber  aspects  of  NSCA. 
The  five  first  edition  weights  were  sold  for  $30  each  and  12  of  the  second  edition 
went  at  $20  each.  Two  more  were  sold  later. 


We  plan  to  make  a  new  design  each  year  for  the  May  meeting,  thereby  starting  a  rel¬ 
ated  collection  series  for  those  who  are  interested.  The  remaining  weights  will  be 
sold  to  the  first  six  people  -who  send  me  $20  plus  $3  for  postage  and  packing  charge. 
Any  unused  money  will  be  refunded. 


We  also  started  another  new  collection  series  in  that  we  designed  a  special  plastic 
token  as  a  souvenir  of  the  meeting.  One  was  given  to  each  person  who  registered  on 
Saturday  at  Eeckley.  Those  that  are  left  will  be  used  as  a  new  member  bonus.  Each 
new  member  signed  between  May  4,  1980  and  the  next  October  meeting  will  receive  one 
as  a  gift.  All  pieces  left  over  in  October  will  be  destroyed  and  the  actual  number 
distributed  will  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 


A  new  token  is  planned  for  each  s-ani-annual  meeting.  If  you  want  one,  you  must  acme 
to  the  meeting.  None  will  be  sold  by  NSCA. 


One  significant  action  at  the  meeting  was  the  introduction  of  a  proposed  Code  of 
Ethics  for  NSCA  monbers.  It  is  being  published  in  SCRIP  TALK  for  your  comments.

Membership  in  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION  is  a  privilege  extended  to 
those  who  agree  to  subscribe  to  the  principles  and  purposes  of  the  Association  and 
who  meet  the  other  requirements  of  membership. 

The  CODE  OF  ETHICS  has  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  NSCA  and 
approved  by  majority  vote  of  those  members  in  attendance  at  the  regular  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  of  NSCA  on  October  _ ,  1980. 

A  breach  of  ethics  by  any  member  reflects  directly  or  indirectly  upon  other  members 
of  NSCA  and  upon  the  sincerity  and  integrity  of  the  purposes  of  the  Association. 
Since  such  action  is  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors 
Association,  any  breach  of  this  Code  of  Ethics  may  be  cause  for  disciplinary  action 
by  the  Executive  Committee  as  provided  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Association.
